he CKUA radio network will go 
Te on the air Friday, April 25 
at 6 p.m. with an all-volunteer 
staff and no money in the bank. 
Staff from the station, which 
was closed by its former board a 
month ago in order to prevent 
bankruptcy, will work on a volun- 
teer basis for one month. The 
employees are members of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers’ Union. 
It’s likely that deejay Chris Mar- 
tin, who closed the station's final 
broadcast-with The Last Waltz by 


, Wop Babd, seillgenme broadcast- 
ing, lucing a special edition 


of Andy Donnelly’s The Celtic 
Show. 

A volunteer interim board took 
over the CKUA Radio Foundation 
last week, cancelling a contract 
with former board chair and chief 
executive officer Gail Hinchliffe. 
The board is working to revive 
corporate sponsorships and is aim- 
ing to run the station on an annual 
budget of $1.4 million. The station 
was operating on a $2.8-million 
budget until it went off the air. 

Bud Steen, an Edmonton lawyer 
who is chair of the new board, said 


the station has approximately 
$100,000 in the bank but has 
roughly the same amount in 
unpaid bills. 

“The station has no operating 
line (of credit),” Steen said . “But it 
also has no debt so, from that per- 
spective, we’re not in too bad of 
shape, so long as pledges turn 
themselves into cash in the bank 
relatively quickly.” 

An on-air fund-raising campaign 
will begin May 2. The station needs 
to raise its entire $1.4 million bud- 
get through private and corporate 
sponsors. 

“The first thing that will happen 
is the staff gets paid then we'll 
look at what we can do to ensure 
the medium and long-term health 
of the network,” Steen added. 

Referring to the campaign as “a 
referendum,” Steen said the new 
board is operating on a plan that 
two-thirds of funding will come 
from listeners. 

In previous on-air fund raisers, 
approximately five per cent of lis- 
teners provided financial support. 
Steen said he hopes that up to 25 
per cent of listeners will con- 
tribute from now on. An aggressive 
corporate fund-raising drive will 


run coincidentally with the on-air 
campaign. 

Jack Hagerman, a former station 
manager who joined CKUA in 1949 
and is known to listeners today as 
the ‘Old Disc’ jockey, has volun 
teered to serve as the station's 
interim manager 

He said the upcoming campaign 
will make or break the station's 
future. 

“We really do look at this as a 
referendum. We will know whe 
ther CKUA is going to continue 
indefinitely at the end of this fund- 
raiser,” Hagerman said. 

Steen said the station has not set 
a goal for the fund-raising drive 
but noted that the Save Alberta 
Public Radio Society has already 
collected approximately $150,000 
in pledges — without the benefit 
of an on-air campaign. 

Katherine Hoy, spokesperson 
for the SAPRS group and a produc- 
er-host at the station, said she 
can’t predict what impact the $1.4- 
million budget cut will have on the 
station’s sound. 

“I think it will be interesting to 
see what this station sounds like at 
$1.4 (million),” she said. 

While she’s confident the sta-

Now, health and safety code 
infractions, combined with a lack 
of funding, have dashed the 
group’s plans. 

“A lot of people, right from city 
hall to the politicians are saying 
‘great idea!’ But when you ask for 
help it’s ‘I wish I could,” said Cam- 
eron Dean, an Inspiration House 
organizer.

financially self-sufficient, thanks to 
10 to 15 jobs at in-house business- 
es that would have included mar- 
keting, promotions, multi-media, 
video-editing, photography and 
interior decorating. 

Dean said members of the group 
have renovated parts of the build- 
ing but it hasn't been enough to 
pass fire and safety inspections. 

But now, the group has pretty 
much given up on the building 
itself, he added. And the group has 
fallen behind on bills, too. Dean 
said the building's utility bill has 


hit the $3,000 mark and won't like- 
ly be paid soon. 

“If $20 comes into the house 
we're going to spend it on food, 
not a smoke detector,” said Dean, 
a painter and musician. 

Chadi seemed disappointed that 
the plans have fallen apart. 

“It's a great idea,” said Chadi. 

He added the scheme could still 
work if organizers stopped living 
at the centre. Once the building be- 
comes a residence, a more strin- 
gent set of health and safety rules 
kicks in, Chadi noted. 





In any event, Chadi said his firm 
is no longer prepared to wait for 
the group to get its act together. 
The building is for sale at $345,000 
and will be easier to sell without 
tenants, he noted. 

“The thing is, they've overstayed 
their welcome, if you will, with our 
company. We gave them time and 
then kept extending it and extend- 
ing it...and nothing has come up.” 

The residents aren't really ten- 
ants, anyway; they’ve never been 
required to pay rent but were 
allowed to work at the 1940's 
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building while trying to come up 
with financing to buy or lease the 
building. Chadi said they have 
been asked to leave by May 1. 

The loss of the dream is a bitter 
pill for Dean and his colleagues to 
swallow. 

“I just don’t think people want 
this establishment here. I can’t say 
exactly what it is but enough peo- 
ple have pulled enough strings (to 
close the building),” Dean said. “] 
mean, we are trying to get enough 
money to eat. We can’t spend 
money on things we can’t eat.”

walks into this har... . 


And a detailed debate about freedom of speech breaks out

his guy carrying a briefcase and a bunch of notes 

walks into a bar, claiming he’s Salman Rushdie, the 

British author hiding from a death warrant. Patrons 
of the seedy tavern ponder the fact that there’s a $1- 
million price on the man’s head, issued by the gov- 
ernment of Iran in response to Rushdie’s book The 
Satanic Verses. 

That’s the premise of Selling Mr. Rushdie, 
Workshop West Theatre’s season finale, running 
at the Kaasa Theatre May | - 11. Written by 
Calgary playwright Clem Martini, the play tells an 
intriguing story'and turns the notion of freedom of speech 
on its head. 

Director David Mann said audiences may be misled when they learn 
this is a Clem Martini play, because the last Martini play Workshop West did 
was a farce called Exit Othello. This time, things are different. 

“This is more normal for (Martini). This play is quite comedic, but often dark, 
exploring some base of a political idea. In this case it’s freedom of speech,” 
said Mann. 

The play focuses on three young people with rough backgrounds — they 
met at a residential school for young offenders. They’ve pulled themselves 
one small notch above crime but face an uncertain future. 

“Two are employed in a seedy bar and one is a bike messenger. They 
all feel they have very limited choices, like there’s something better but 
they're just not sure what it is,” Mann explained. 

When a man claiming to be Rushdie (Dave Clarke) walks into the 
bar, Ellie (April Banigan) sees the price on the writer’s head as the 
opportunity of a lifetime. 

“She goes to her former boyfriend Dan (Kevin Kruchkywich), and 
says ‘this is our ticket.” 

The two take a deep breath and go for it. They decide to kidnap 
Rushdie and stash him away at their friend Gerald’s (Murray 
Utas) old farmhouse. But that’s as detailed as the plan ever gets, 
beyond an understanding that they won't kill Rushdie. The 
three spike the man’s drink and whisk him off to their rural 
hideout. Rushdie — who now denies he’s Salman Rushdie — 
wakes up chained to a bed-with no memory of how'he got 
there. 

The three remain convinced they've scooped up a want- 
ed man and immediately place an ad in The Globe & Mail,

t’s hard to review Mata Hari — 
[reves at the City Gates with- 

out gushing. 

This show was pretty much the- 
atrical hog-heaven for me and was 
perhaps one of the more intellectu- 
ally and artistically complete 
evenings of live theatre I've experi- 
enced in this town in many years.

“Wally renowned One Yellow Rabbit 
theatre company and playing on 
the Citadel Theatre Rice stage 
until May 4, Mata Hari — Tigress 
at the City Gates is written by 
Blake Brooker and David Rimmer, 
the creative team behind the noto- 
rious Iisa, Queen of the Nazi Love 
Camp. 

Mata Hari stars Denise Clarke in 
the title role. This energetic and 
clever musical, very much in the 
style of the modernist German 
composer Kurt Weill, is at once a 
biographical exploration of one of 
this era’s most intriguing charac- 
ters and a biography of the 20th 
century itself. It details particular- 
ly the tumultuous events that led 
to the First World War. 

Mata Hari (the name itself syn- 


onymous with erotic energy and 
intrigue) is presented by Clarke 
and company as perhaps the first 
superstar of our century, a woman 
who embodied the emerging mod- 
ern spirit. She happily reinvented 
herself for whatever circumstance 
she happened to find herself in, be 
it the faithful wife of a Dutch army 
office, high-society courtesan or 
exotic dancer. 

Her story ultimately ends in 
tragedy because the fluidity of

character she created for herself 
was all too easily turned against 
her. In 1917 the war was not going 
well, and the Allies needed a 
scapegoat, a sop to raise mo-rale. 
Mata Hari became that scapegoat. 


She was tried for espionage 
(crimes of which she may or may 





not have been guilty) and died in 
front of a firing squad, cementing 
her fame and perhaps making her 
the first martyr of this modernist 
tendency to reinvent the self. 

Clarke and colleagues with 
Michael Green, Andy Curtis and 
Elizabeth Stepkowski create a 
minor theatrical miracle and man- 
age to embody this complex sub- 
ject matter (both intellectually and 
psychologically) on a virtually 
bare stage within a tight, compact 
work that runs slightly less than 
two hours. Stepkowski has the 
voice of an angel and Clarke’s 
staging and dancing is indeed wor- 
thy of her namesake in the produc- 
tion. 

The only complaint I have about 
this show is that it might be a bit 
much, if you know nothing about 
this period of history, even though 
the script itself has a mini history 
lesson built-in. 

Mind you, given that so little the- 
atre even bothers to challenge the 
intellect at all, Mata Hari — 
Tigress at the City Gates isa 
much-needed exception and 
should not have its eloquence and 
intellect held against it.

t's been three years since Shonen 

Knife’s last album Rock Animals, 

but the Japanese pop-punksters 
are back with more ditties about 
Barbie dolls and jelly beans. 

The trio's new album Brand New 
Knife hit stores in March and gui- 
tarist Naoko Yamano, bassist 
Michie Nakatani, and drummer 
Atsuko Yamano are ona North 
American tour to promote it. 

The band brought the tour, 
including Big Deal Records label- 
mates Coekeyed Ghost and Can- 
ada’s Pluto, to the Rev Monday 
night. A small but appreciative 
crowd was treated to a sampling of 
songs from the new album, includ- 
ing Loop Di Loop, which is the first 
Shonen Knife song written by all 
three members. 

“This is a guitar band sound 
album and I think Shonen Knife is a 
punk band and we put lots of punk 
spirit in this album,” said Nakatani. 

Brand New Knife was recorded 
last year in Los Angeles and was 
produced by the Robb Brothers 
(Lemonheads, Buffalo Tom). This 
is the first time the band, formed in 
Osaka in 1982, has enlisted the aid 
of a producer, Their albums are 
usually selfsproduced, but the band 
decided to splurge. 

Brand New Knife is also the first 
Shonen Knife album to be recorded 
outside of Japan. 

The new album holds a special 
place in the band’s heart —it-took 
three years to make. 

“We spent lots of time on prepro- 
duction and we talked a lot about

In 1994 Shonen 
Knife contributed a version of the 
Carpenter's Top of the World to 
the If I Were a Carpenter tribute 
album. They later received a letter 
from Microsoft asking to use the 
song in a television commercial. 

“Our parents were so proud,” 
said Nakatani. 

Once the current tour wraps up, 
they plan a return to the studio to 
work on another album, which 
fans probably hope they won't 
have to wait three years for.

Social Distortion plays up new release 


Johinny Cash-style punkers fit {own

e prepared to be bent and twist- 
B:: as Social Distortion comes 

to Edmonton’s Polish Hall 
(10960 - 104 St.) Sunday, April 27. 
These longtime punk practitioners 
are touring in support of their lat- 
est release White Light, White 
Heat, White Trash and just 
because they feel like it. 

Oddly enough, the bulk of the 
tour takes place in Canada, as 
opposed to the traditional So-Cal 
punk schedule of “swing by Van- 
couver when we're in Seattle.” 
Social D will be hitting Winnipeg, 
Regina, Calgary, Edmonton and 
Vancouver to kick off the Maple 
Leaf-spangled tour. 

“This time we're going to hit all 
of Canada, instead of just different 
regions that we happen to be tour- 
ing by,” Dennis Dannell noted in an 
interview last week. Dannell has 
played lead guitar since Social 
Distortion’s inception in 1981. 

My first impression of Social Dis- 
tortion came back in the late ’80s 
when they were featured with the 
then virtually unknown Pearl Jam 
on CBS's Late Night Premiere. The 
entire point of the broadcast was 
to emphasize that one of these two 
bands would soon “break out” and 
become the next media sensation. 
Pearl Jam won. 

“Both Pearl Jam and (Social Dis- 
tortion) were on Epic at the time. 
We almost got lost in the shuffle 
when they became a hit,” Dannell 
observed. Fame has often exacted 
a punishing toll on its victims and 
Pearl Jam was no exception. 

“I know Eddie (Vedder) and talk 
to him often. (Pearl Jam) had a real 
problem with this sudden populari- 
ty. (Success) is almost the worst 
thing that can happen to a band. If 
we had achieved the success we 
have now in 1984 or 1985, Social 
Distortion wouldn’t be around 
today.” 

Of course, you can’t think Social 
Distortion without thinking of 
another famous punk musician, 
Johnny Cash. “A lot of bands have 
influences, but Johnny Cash is 
more than that. He is the ultimate
